NEW YORK, Feb. 27—Prince Henry 
of Prussia dined last night with 1000 
of the men who make the American 
newspapers. 
of Herman Ridder, proprietor of the 
New Yorker Staats Zeitung, who gath- 
ered at his table a majority of the lead- 
ing figures in American journalism, 
They came from the four quarters of 
the country and made the most note- 
worthy gathering of their -profession 
ever. assembled in the United States. 

There was @ felicitous exchange of 
greetings between Prince Henry and 
the men who spoke for the newspayer 
craft and the affair claims rank as one 
of notable incidents of the American 
tour of the German Prince, 

The diner was given in the hand- 
some ballroom of. the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel, but that immense apartment was

The two rooms were splendidly dec- 
orated, 
Sat at an elevated table above which 
were the American and German flazs| 
The staves were crossed and the banner 
draped fan-like, reached out like the 
wings of a huge butterfly. Above them 
was the Prussian eagle done in incan- 
descent lights. 

From the boxes hung clinging vines 
and set in on the ledges were hundreds. 
of palms, Each table carried bouquets 
of American beauty roses around which 
were candelabra shaded in red, 

As the diners took their seats the la- 
dies of many of the party appeared 
in the boxes which wall the room, 

Prince Henry attended by the mem- 
bers of his suite, drove to the hotel un- 
der escort of cavalry and mounted po- 
lice, and the demonstration in the 
Streets leading to the hotel was the 
most cordial of anv that has so far 
markedhis appearance tn public.

“He was capable of quick indignation 
and rebuke.” “He was infinitely patient 
and considerate to his scholars.” These 
two superficially contradictory words 
were spoken over John Heury Thayer’s 
body in Cambridge the other day as it 
lay ready for burial. The words are 
both true. Here is an instance. ‘The 
story is accurately told, barring some 
quite possible slips of memory between 
1875 and 1901. _Members of-the class of 
1878 of Andover Seminary will recognize 
parts of it, though only two persons can 
~~ know some of the most sacred de- 
talis. 

The seminary class were studying the 
gospel of Mark. I was called to put into 
I did it 
thus: “... And the waves beat upon 
the ship so that. it was already full” (in- 
stead of “was filling’), 

The teacher, Professor Thayer, laid’ 
down his book, tipped back in his chair, 
and made this remark: “If I were teach- 
ing a boy in yonder academy his second 
term of Greek, and he should make such 
a translation as that, I would send him 
from the room; and should be glad to 
send him supperless to bed. If the ship 
were ‘full’ there wouldn't. be much more 
oy to tell: Is that the best you can 
do?” 

I was indignant, and left the room. I 
had been principal of a New. England 
academy for two years, and- had been fit- 
ting boys for college in Greek, IL did not 
The class 
mostly sympathized with me in such ex- 
pression of my indignation, and in my re- 
fusal toattend the class further—at least, 
they abundantly said so, 

As Lnow, after twenty-six years, look 
upen the incident, I deserved all I got, 
for I was not doing worthy work in and 
for that classroom. I did lazily render 
that Greek sentence in the-familiar lan- 
guage of the version of 1611, which in 
this case was. absolutely incorrect. Had 
I given the passage five minutes’, or one 
minute’s study, | could not have toler- 
ated the blunder. 

But that did not excuse Professor 
Thayer’s losing his temper. My desert 
was not the measure of his obligation— 
obligation to himself as a Christian gen- 
tleman, to the rightly conventional cour- 
tesies of a theological seminary class- 
room, and to.a student-who was reason- 
ably mature, and, on the whole, probably 
a fairly decent fellow. But that is by 
no means the end of this story, whose 
only excuse for being told is in what fol- 
lows. 

About a week later came a knock at 
the door of my room in Bartlett hall. 
To the student’s response, “Boil in,’’ ap- 
peared the dignified presence of Dr, 
Thayer. What! A seminary professor 
hunt up a student and call on him in his 
yoom? In general, that would have 
shocked me; but to see that particular 
professor, just then and there, astounded 
me out of the few wits I had. After 
commonplace adjustments this conversa- 
tion, quoted roughly from memory, fol- 
lowed: ; 

“I have missed you from the ciass in 


New Testament..exegesis.” “Yes, I've 
left the classpermanently.” ‘You know 
this work is required?’ “Yes.” “You 


are a teacher of enough experience to 
know that the unregistered abandonment 
of-one class by a student is from the ad- 
ministrative point of view equivalent to 
his leaving all his classes?” ‘Yes, cer- 
tainly.”’” “Then you cannot expect to 
remain in the seminary.” “Certainly 
not I am planning to go to another 
seminary—or, if under the circumstances 
they will not take me, I shall probably 
abandon the thought of entering the 
ministry, a step which on other grounds 
I have been contemplating.’’ There was 
silence for some time. 
tion of grandeur of soul; “Before you go, 
Mr. ——, I want you to do me a favor.

Saw Pritishers Land: 


The venerable Simon Wardwell, 
who has just-died in Andover, Mass., 
at the advanced age: of- 96 years and 
7 months; was a native of Saco. He 
was the son of Eliakim and Lydia 
(Smith) Wardwell. of Saco, after 
whom the. Wardwell home was 
named, and whose daughter, Mrs. 
Lydia Clapp, gave the principal part 
of the fund toward supporting the 
institution, together with the lot on 
Middle street. 

Simon Wardwell was born July 4, 
1805, in the old Atkinson tavern, 
now known as the Nye house, his fa- 
ther being a shoemaker and-having 
his shop there, Simon was one of 
the Saco boys who secompanied a 
section of the battery to Saco Ferry 
when the British ship Bulwark came 
into the bay, and sent a crew.ashore 
at the Pool to destroy the two ships 
Captain Thomas Cutts had on the 
stocks. ‘It was expected that they 
would also land at the Ferry, and 
one section of a battery was sent 
there, while another was placed on 
the Biddeford side, on Wind Mill 
point, a bluff just below the house 
of Captain Israel Lasselle (now John’ 
Ward's) and commanding the ap- 
proaches to- the-Ferry. ‘The writer 
has heard the story from the mouth 
of Mr. Wardwell, whose mind was as 
clear on the events of that day as 
though is were a thing of seater ay.

At the Unitarian church, Sunday 
morning, the pastor, Rev, Y 
Robjent, preached ah eloquent and in- 
teresting sermon on “Why Men Do. Not 
Go to Church.” The preacher based 
‘his sermon on ‘some of the replies 
received by him in answer to the query 
published some time ago in the:presi 
of the city. He said: 

“Let me say that I desire to use the 
word ‘men’ in its fullest sense to im- 
ply every class in the community. : 

“I should have liked to use that other 
word, ‘church,’ with. the same broad 
and universal meaning, as embracing 
every de nation in Christendom, 
for when we hear the statement from 
any source that this or that is ‘the 


Christian church, or this or that is 
one true religion, the human soul re- 
volts against it.. The church of God is 
as broad, yes infinitely broader than all 
the churches of Christendom, And the 
problems of one section are, I think, the 
problems of all. However, I can con- 
fine my remarks to the not ins ficant 
section called Protestant. y do not 
men go to church?’ The first reason I 
would name is that the church; so 
some.of- my-ecorrespondenits tell me, is a 
mere temporary provision, suited per- 
haps, to man in his infancy and but 
little more today than a relic of super- 
stition, If the men who give this as 
their reason for non-attendance are 
seeking-to form a society where the 
church's influence will not be needed 
because every member of their ideal 
community will be men of ‘hhonor and 
purity, they will_be as thoughtful as I 
think and the last to leave the church. 
We can only grow to more by out- 
growing that which we have. To say 
that the church today is a failure ar- 
gues the need not of no churth, but_of 
a better church, =F 

“Another rea@gon is that the church 
is-not-an educational centre, .that-min- 
isters are not abreast with the politi- 
cal and social questions of the day. 
Let me say that that community must 
be-very dull that resorts to the church 
for its political and social informa- 
tion. Except upon one or two lines, 
pertaining to the minister as a spec- 
ialist in every community, there are 
men and women far. better equipped 
than the:minister to whom they listen. 
I know of some ministers who do turn 
their pulpits into platforms for the 
discussion of political questions, but 
my experience teaches me that as a 
rule they make a sad mess of it. 

“Another reason advanced. is that 
the church is not as it should be, the 
social centre of a city. Pergonally I 
am glad to itthink that we have out- 
grown the idea that we must look for 
our pleasures in the confines of the 
church and under the eye of a minister, 
The church ought to be a place where 
people have the opportunity of showing 
kindness and courtesy to each other. A 
church that is not this has not the dig- 
nity even of a club, Church members 
who are devoid of courtesy and wanting 
in grace to strangers, ‘have not begun 
to-learn the alphabet of the Christian 
religion, 

“Another reason, and one more close- 
ly touching-the supposed mission of the 
church, is that it has ceased to,be a 
place where men go for the supreme 
purpose of getting salvation, Several 
correspondents representing other 
churches ‘write me in tones of distress 
that the church ts not now regarded as 
a place where men, as they say, ‘get re- 
ligion.’ If no other result could be 
achieved by my sermon this morning 
than getting come of the men of this 
city to realize that religion is not a 
thing to be got, I. think something 
would be done toward a reviyal in 
church attendance. We are all relig- 
fous by nature. | The religious instinc 
is within us, and no church on earth 
can give religion to us, It can, how- 

ver, Cévelop, and this is its supreme 

ission, that which God has implanted. 
Let us ask ourselves, ‘Are we souls, or 
mere animals?’ Is there a religious in- 
stinct within us? If we are merely an- 
imals, then let us be about our work as 
animals, But if souls, if we are re- 
ligious, then it is-as illogical to say 
‘there is no need to go to church as it 
is to say I am a physical being having 
limbs and muscles and there is no need 
to go to a gymnasium.’

Obituary... 


MRS. CLARA HAMLIN LEE. 


Information has been received of the 
death of Mrs. Clara Hamlin Lee, at 
Marash, Turkey. . 
~Ht-will-be recalled that recently with 
her family she spent a year in Andover, 
and that during their residence here 
they united with the South church. 

With the exception of a few years 
Mrs. Lee’s life was on missionary fields. 
She was born in Constantinople and soon 
after finishing her education at Abbot 
academy, she accepted an invitation to 
return to her native land and teach in 
the Girls’ College at Scutari. 

After a few years of successful teach- 
ing, she was married to Rey. Lucius O. 
Lee, president of the .Theological Sem- 
inary at Marash. 

Few particulars ofher last days have 
been received, but her decéase must 
have been sudden and unexpected. Mr. 
Lee had left hame for a five day’s trip 
on horse-back, the only mode of travel- 
ing in that part of the world. When he 
reached his destination, Antioch, he 
found awaiting him,.a telegram announc- 
ing his wife’s death, Se 

That disease should so rapidly prove 
fatal to one of usually good health, may 
perhaps be accounted for by the terrible 
demands on mind and body through the 
experiences of recent-years. ; 

She had been an eyewitness of two 

massacres. The first was among their 
own Armenians in Marash. The poor 
frightened people fled to the Mission 
compound, the Turks pursued, and Turk- 
ish soldierg set fire to the Mission build- 
ings. 
- Mrs. Lee’s first messagé to her father, 
Dr. Hamlin, acquainting him with their 
own preservation, was 4 postal card, with 
simply,.‘‘The.90th-Psalm-is-our strength 
and consolation.’ ._ It was not safe to 
write more. Probably» even that was 
written under surveillance. 

As soon as practicable, she went, for a 
little rest, to visit her sisters in Con- 
stantinople, but was out on the streets 
when the massacre broke out there. 


Returning to Manash groans jeer 


every mare “memper, homes were de- 
stroyed; widows and orphans. must be 
cared for, means-of-support~for the des- 
titute.and homeless must be devised. 

And as if the claims of» their own 
people were not enough to tax their re- 
sources and strength to the uttermost, 
demands came from other stations. 

One day when Mrs. Lee was the only 
missionary at home, there arrived a long 
string of pack animals, whose loads were 
for sufferers in the mountains beyond. 
All the.goods must be repacked and re- 
loaded on mules which alone could go 
over the mountain paths. Mrs. Lee’s 
supervision Was needed for 
every parcel thus transferred. ete 


Another day came a peremptory order 


to make some hundreds. of garments and 
despatch them te another station. 
What ceuld be done ina town that had 
been itself robbed and almost ‘stripped!

There—has—long—been—an—impression 
that a member of the board of select- 
men, who has the most to do with the 
care of the poor in Andover, is a very 
valuable man in that department of the 
town’s work. I am free to say that L 
have thought he had too much credit for 
his work until an incident occurred re- 
cently to make me believe him to be the 
right man in the right place. A poor 
woman had become so ill as to need very 
particular care. She had no money and 
few friends, and the town officials were 
notified that she ought to have attention 
at once. Nothing was done but to talk 
about it until Mr, Stark came to the 
town hovse and heard of the affair. In 
less than an hour from the time when he 
first heard of the case, he had secured a 
hack and the woman was on the way to 
the Lawrence hospital where she spent 
her last few days in quiet and comfort. 
This incident is but a trifling one, but it 
shows that the heart.of the man is in 
the right place and that the head prop- 
erly directs the action, Which is neces- 
sary. It also shows in a measure why 
Mr. ‘Stark has such a hold upon the 
common people of Andover. 

I know he has been criticized for ex- 
travagance in doing this work,, but if it 
is extravagant to do such helpful things 
as he is constantly doing for the poor of 
Andover, then let it never cease.

It is to be feared our home coming 
missionaries do not get all the rést they 
leok-for-in-their—vacations—we-all-want 
so eagerly to hear about their work. 
Mr. Lee was forbidden by his physicians 
to respond to such calls, so the work all 
fell upon Mrs. Lee, and she soon found 
it necessary not to exceed one such ser- 
vice a week. 

While the Lees were in America 
brigands attacked the mission premises. 
As banks are not found in that region, 
mission funds must be kept in mission 
safes. Soon. after the Lees returned to 
Marash, the brigands again made a night 
assault, but were successfully repulsed. 
But as it-was feared the robbers had an 
accomplice within the walls, a feeling of 
insecurity prevented perfect serenity. 

To leave a husband whose health is 
not vigorous, and a little girl who was 
very dependent on her mother for com- 
panionship, and a work that needed her 
courageous spirit and intelligent de- 
votion, must have been a trial indeed.

manner which gave it a different inter- 
pretation than that intended by the com- 
mittee. The committee neither intended 
to advocate nor oppose the rebuilding but 
would prefer to try the plan of bringing 
the children to the centre schools for a 
year at least before the house is built. 

Once up, no change can be made with- 
out considerable expense to the town. 
If the house were rebuilt, it would not be 
rebuilt exactly on the same spot, where 
a ledge would prevent the construction 
of a cellar and the heating of the house 
by furnace instead of the old fashioned 
air-tight stove. 

Barnett Rogers was anxious to know 
whether or not ‘the kindergarten was ab- 
solutely necessary and if it should be 
continued. 

Mr. Colekreplied that as far as that it 
was absolutely necessary was concerned, 
he would say ‘no’ but in regard to its 
continuance he was decidedly in favor. 
If Mr. Rogers should make a canvass 
among ‘the’ parents who have children 
attending the school he would find a 
‘large majority to say that the kindergar- 
ten school is a first-class institution and 
would not want it discontinued, 

Mr. Rogers thought that kindergartens 
were losing ground in other places and 
that these schools were a luxury that 
the town might well get along with- 
out. The expense should be considered 
and it was a matter which lay with the 
eitizens to say whether the school should 
be continued or not. 

John L. Smith introduced the question 
of the Punchard Free. school and asked 
what additional expense the town will 
incur by the support of a high school ac- 
cording to the plan of the special com- 
mittee. Mr. Cole said the committee 
hadn’t considered the matter officially 
but that for a town the size of Andover 
with a high school of a hundred pupils, 
about $6000 or $7000 was necessary, 80 
that under the plan of the committee of 
investigation, in the neighborhood of 
$4000 wuld be required to carry on the 
school in the way it should be carried 
on. Mr. Smith thought this sum a little 
high, stating that in his judgment 1t 
would be somewhat less than this 
amount. 

Bernard M: Allen and John E. Smith 
testified to the worth of the kindergar- 
tens and would rather have a child go 
two years to that school than take the 
first two years of the primary. 

On the Punchard question, Mr. Poor 
stated that about $6000 was necessary to 
carry on a high school in'a town the size 
of Andover and the trustees have a 
yearly available fund of only $4000, which 
will never be more and will probably be 
less. If according to the plan of 
the special committee the town 
can get a high school for $3000 it is very 
fortunate; To his mind the plan sug- 
gested by this ‘special committee is the 
only practical solution of the difficulty. 
John L. Smith suggested that the school 
Tmiglit have to be enlarged later “and 
spoke of selling a lot of the town’s land 
to the trustees for $1. Judge Poor as- 
sured the gathering that there could be 
no difference between the trustees of the 
Punchard school and the town, their in 
terests were identical. J. Newton Cole 
spoke of the harmony and jgood feeling 
existing between the trustees ahd the 
school committee. 

There seemed to be no question of the 
advisability of the plan suggested by the 
committee of investigation which was 
shown by several to be working in other 
places (Judge Poor said thirty other 
towns have practically a similar plan of 
procedure) and no one spoke in opposi- 
tion. to it.

Mooar Genealogy. 


The history of the: line of Abraham 
Mooar of*Andover has recently been is- 
sued by Rev. George Mooar, D. D., of 
Oakland seminary, California, and is 
worthy of a study both by the family: 
and friends of the compiler, as well as 
students of genealogy. It is published 
by Rey. Charles H. Pope, the compiler of 
“Pope’s Pioneers of Mass.,” who was an 
associate of Dr. Mooar in his early years 
in the New England ministry. He calls 
hia friend “one of God’s noblemen,” and 
the way he carries out this labor of love 
proves it. The work was begun years 
ago, when a resident among us, in mem- 
ory of his mother, to whose brave service 
we owe the career that brings honor to 
old Andover. He was led to the study 
by the preparation of the South church 
manual, a remarkable record of the an-; 
cient membership. He has in hand the 
Cummings family, to which bis mother 
belonged, and we may expect the same 
dignified and accurate record found in 
the Mooar history. There is little in 
this group. that needs a tear, but noth- 
ing has escaped the heart of the recorder 
however little is betrayed by the pen. 

The delightful gossip.of the Chandler, 
book, which carries the price beyond the 
average pocket of the allied line of 
Mooar, is here eliminated, bringing this 
full tale of Mooar alliances. to $2.00, 
which hardly pays cost of issue.

Old Veteran Dead. 


Another of the’ “Old Sixth,” that 
gallant regiment Wich rushed to the 
front to save the «Union in the dark 
days of ‘61, has passed to the great 
beyond. Captain John _ Pickering 
passed away at Titusvillé, Pa, ~ 

A letter has been received from Col. 
Cogswell of that place enclosing the 
following sketch of the late Captain 
Pickering, taken from a local paper: 

The subject of this. obituary has 
been In failing health for some months 
and a few days since some of his com- 
rades interested themselves in his be- 
half and had him ‘placed in our new 
hospital where he had the best of med- 
ical skill and nursing that the insti- 
tution could furnish, but the inevi- 
table ensued, and much sooner than 
was looked for, and yesterday morn- 


‘ing. at 7.0’clock he died. 


As he was born July 6, 1830, he was 
nearly 72 years of age. In the Old 
Bay State, and before the war broke 
he had taken much interest in 
military affairs and was holding a 
state position as captain of. Company 
I, Sixth Massachusetts. volunteers. of 
Lawrence. It was known as the “Old 
Sixth,” and rightly, too; as a regiment 
of that number and hailing from the 
Same town was in existence in 1778. 
Edward F. Jones of Pepperell was 
colonel-in 1861/ and Benjamin F. But- 
ler commanded the brigade. ~-On Jan- 
uaryi 19, 1861 the Sixth offered its ser- 
vices to the government wherever and 
whenever needed. April 156 President 
Lincoln issued his call for 75,000 
troops and the news reached Boston 
the 16th, and before sunset the .regi- 
ment Was at Boston awaiting the or- 
der to march. Three companies came 


| from Lawrenee, four from Lowell, one 


from Acton, oné from Groton and three 
from Boston. April 17 the regiment 
paraded before the state house. Gov- 
ernor Andrew presented its colors and 
made a speech, ringing with the most 
patriotic sentiments; and a waiting 
train bore them away. Early in the 
morning of the 18th New York was 
reached and the march down Broadway 
to the Cortland .street. ferry was ‘an 
equalled. By evening the Quaker 
evening the Quaker city pored out 
en masse.to welcome and cheer the 
and on the 19th the ever

| whieh—was*Company I, Captain John 


Pickering, marched through and got 
their “baptism of fire.” Four were 
killed and many wounded, but the 
number of citizens .who fell by. the 
Sixth’s_ rifles was never known. but it 
was; no small number. The journey 
from’ Baltimore-to- Washington by rail 
(forty miles) was without incident and 
at 6 o’clock the regiment was. met at 
the station by Major McDowell of Gen- 
eral Scott’s staff. The subsequent his- 
tory of the regiment was uneventful 
and in August its term having- ex- 
pired, it returned to Massachusetts 
and was mustered out, but many sub- 
sequently ‘entered other regiments. 
Captain Pickering joined the Twenty- 
Sixth Massachusetts volunteers and 
Saw service under General Butler in 
New Orleans, and it is said was in the 
provost. marshal’s department. After 
the war, he came to the oil regions 
and was interested at first in a re- 
finery at Plumer, and when that was 
broken up in 1865 he came to this 
city. He was a man of considerable 
mechanical genius and much intelli- 
gence. Whether he.had any near_rel-

Freed at Lest. 


CHELSEA, Feb. 26—The first mes- 
sage from Miss Ellen N. Stone, the mis- 
sionary, to her family and friends, was 
received last night by her brother, C. A, 
Stone on : 7 

The cablegram told of her release by 
the brigands and her warm welcome by 
Bulgarian friends in the village of Stru- 
mitza. Prior to the receipt of this mes- 
sage, Mr. Stone received 4 despatch 
from Salonica, from \M. Gargiulo, first 
dragoman of the American legation, 
thus: Saari 

“Liberated Saturday night; village 
Gradisher, near Strumitza, where vil- 
lage mayor led-them.9 o'clock Sunday. 
Coming Salonica tonight with House,” 

Then came the long-looked for mes- 
sage from the absent daughter and sis- 
ter, It read thus: 

-“Freed, thank God! and well after our 
captivity of nearlv six months. Yes- 
terday, Sabbath morning, Mrs. Tsilka 


and her seven weeks’ old daughter El-’ 


ena 4nd I found ourselves left by our 
captors near a village an hour distant 
from £rumita. 

“For three hours we waited for dawn, 
then secured horses and came to this 
city. Kind-hearted Bulgarian friends 
rushed from their house as soon as they 
caught a glimpse of the strange ap- 
pearing travelers, took us in their arms 
from our‘horses with tears and smiies 
and words of welcome and led us into 
their house. 

“Word. was quickly sent to the friends 
engaged in their morning service at 
church and they came, old and young; 
to’greet us. What thanksgiving to Goa 
for this proof of this faithfulness to 
answer their prayers! For all—even 
the little children—had never ceated to 
pray for us, their lost friends. 

“Since that hour our waking time has 
been crowded with friends from the city 
and -surrouncing: villages who have 
brought us their heartfelt congratula- 
tions for-our deliverance. 

The Turkish government did not fail 
to question us as to our experiences, 
The governor of the city with his suite 
called this morning and again this af- 
ternoon after the arrival of Dr. House 
and-his son from Salonica, accompanied 
by ‘Mr, Gargiulo, the first dragoman of 
baie American embassy at Constantin- 
ople. 

“The last three have come to uccom- 
pany us to Salonica tomorrow, wheré 
Mr, Tsilka awaits his long lost wif 
and their baby. They have brought me 
a bundle of letters from. mother and 
my brothers and dearest friends. 

“Thus with unspeakable gratitude to 
God and to all friends who by prayers 
and gifts helped to free us, we begtr 
our life of freedom.” 

BOSTON, Feb. 26—The Congregation- 
alist in today’s issue publishes a letter 
from Miss Ellen M. Stone,. the Amer- 
ican missionary, (which is the first 


“that the family has received since she 


was-eaptured:)—It is as follows:  , 
“Somewhere in Macedonia. 
Oct. 29, 1901. 
My Blessed Mother and All of 
our Dear Family: 

To think that once more I am 
permitted to write to you is almost 
too great joy. This morning I have 
received a note from Mrs. Kasu- 
roff; my dear friend in Sophia, you 
know; it was the first word which 
has reached .me-from anywhere, 
since we were captured, Sept. 3. We 
had almost begun to feel that the 
world ‘had forgotten us, though well 
I know that my own will never for- 
get. Twice the limit has been set 
for our lives, but as the plans laid 
by our captors have singularly fail- 
ed to result as they had anticipat- 
ed—and they as well as we, have 
waited for tidings from those to 
whom my letters were sent—our 

~ days have'been prolonged until now 
and we hope for our release. 

Mrs. Kasuroff --writes’ me that 
friends, known and unknown to me 
personally, in Sophia, are working 
and praying day and night for us, 
and well I know that in America 
my friends are doing all they can, 
Yet the ransom demanaed is such a 
terrible ‘sum. Can it be raised? 
We are well still, in spite of all our 
hardships. Our captors well know 
the need of keeping us as well as 
possible if they ‘would get the ran- 
som. The time seems terribly long 
eight weeks today since we were 
snatched from the bright sunshine 
and our ‘happy, free life, to be drag- 
ged about by these flerce-men who 
care not a straw for us except as a 

means for gaining the money upon 
which they have set their hearts. 
Yet God has kept us, and our hope 
is steadfast in Him, that He will 'de- 
liver us if that shall be His ‘holy 
will. 

How thankful I was to learn from 
Mrs. Kasuroff that Evanka has 
letters: from ‘Mrs. Atwood, who 
writes her that you are all well, I 
thank God for that, and beg you not 
to be unduly anxious about me, 
The other night I-dreamed of Char- 
lie and of this brave assurance, 
“Don't be afraid, Ellen,’’ after 
which ‘he told me that his business 
acquaintances ‘‘on the street” had 
been interested to ‘help his sister 
held & captive in Macedonian wilds. 
It was a dream, but it did me lots 
of good, Charlie. There is little I 
can do but prav: that I do and 
draw comfort from God's word, a 
copy of which was taken with us. 

one of our belongings were taken 
with us, but that Bible was taken 
from one of our teachers. As we 
had no change of underclothing, 
our captors gave to Mrs. Tsilka and 
myself each a suit of flannels 
(men's) and socks and some hand- 
kerchiefs. Our baggage is not 
heavy, you see. Our captivity, 
While hardly endurable for me, is 
yet harder for Mrs. Tsilka, because 
of her delicate condition. We hope 
and pray for our release before her 
time of trial comes. 

Remember me to inquiring friends 
everywhere, please. We are not al- 


lowed to write any'thing. My other 
letters to you and this one are all 
that have been permitted to me save 
three business letters about our ran- 
som.
